_ SEASON IS CUT ON. 
ACCOUNT OF DROUTH 


Month’s Limit on Water Fowl 
Fixed in Order by 
President. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 25. — The 


hunting season on ducks, whose 
numbers have been seriously de- 
pleted by drouth, was shortened to 


one month today by a_ proclama- 
tion issued by President Hoover. 
The proclamation also applies to 
geese, brant and coots throughout 
the United States and Alaska. 

Canadian authorities are expect- 
ed py the Biological Survey to take 
similar action soon. The princi- 
pal breeding grounds in Northwest- 
ern United States and in Western 
and Southwestern Canada have 
been dried. up by drouth over the 
last three years. 

In the northern part of the 
United States, except Alaska, the 
season, under the new regulations, 
will open Oct. 1 and close Oct. 31. 

In the South the season will open 
NOv. 16 and close Dec. 15, except in 


20 and continue until Dec. 19. The 
Alaskan season will be from Sept. 1 
to Sept. 30. 

Missouri and Illinois are in the 
Northern division, and Arkansas in 
the Southern. 

The seasons on jacksnipe, rail, 
woodcock and doves have not been 
changed. Under the old regula- 
tions the length of the seasons av- 
eraged about three months. 

Drouth conditions in the princi- 
pal breeding grounds, the Biologi- 
cal Survey said, convinced Federal 
and Dominion conservation offi- 
cials that “irreparable damage 
would result if measures were not 
adopted at once to reduce the kill 
and to preserve an adequate stock 
of birds for breeding.” 


FIVE INDICTED 
IN. $90,000,000 
SECURITIES FRAUD 


W. J. Moore and Four 
Others Accused in New 
York American Bond & 
Mortgage Case.

NEW YORK, Aug. ° 25.—After 
four months of investigation of the 
American Bond and Mortgage Co., 
a 16-count indictment, charging use 
of the mails .o defraud, was re- 
turned today against the company’s 
former president, William J. Moore 
of Chicago, his two sons, Harold A. 
and Kenneth Moore, and his step- 
son, Charles C. Moore of New 
Rochelle, N. Y. 

Hayden Ward of New York City 
was also named in the indictments, 
which charges fraudulent sale of 
bonds on 34 _ buildings and pre- 
ferred stock and debentures of: the 
American Bond and Mortgage Co. 
totaling $56,000,000. 

The indictment charged the de- 
fendants, through the American 
Bond :nd Mortgage Co., a Maine 
corporation, with offices in Chica- 
go, New York, Boston and other 
cities throughout the country, de- 
vised a scheme to sell securities to 
the public under fraudulent mis- 
representations. 

The same five former officers of 
the company were indicted for mail 
fraud in Boston last Thursday. The 
Boston indictment was based on the 
sale of a defaulted $500 bond.

APPALLING SCENE 
OF FLOODED AREA 
IN CHINA VIEWED 
FROM AIRPLANE 


Central Section of Country 
Looks Like Vast Sea, 
With Islands Crowded 
With ‘Refugees — Many 
Towns Obliterated. 


HALF OF NANKING 
IS UNDER WATER 


Meat Supply for Hankow 
Fails—Government Plans | 
New Negoiiations to Get 
Wheat From American 
Farm Board.

HANKOW, Aug. 25.—Something 
like a transocean (flight, espevial- 
ly above Nanking, was made by the 


correspondent, who flew from 
Shanghai to Hankow yesterday. 

Central China lies beneath a 
tideless sea. Between Nanking and 
‘the stricken cities of Hankow, Wu- 
chang and Hanyang, waters 
stretch as far as the eye can reach. 
Junks sail unobstructed over count- 
less villages and hundreds of smali 
towns which lie beneath the muddy 
waters. 

It is a spectacle both magnifi- 
cent and appalling, magnificent for 
it is a sea of 10,000 islands, every 
Yangtze hilltop having become an 
islet; it is appalling because each 
islet bears numbers of refugees 
trapped probably beyond aid. 

The plane flew low over a typical 
island covered with swarms of peo- 
ple virtually unprotected against 
the sun. They were apparently 
without food and obviously their 
only drink was the yellow water 
which the wind whipped into waves 
that broke about their feet. They 
were without boats and apparently 
were without hope of escaping. 

Thousands Marooned. 

Along the plane’s trail thousands 
were marooned similarly. A large 
proportion are probably doomed 
unless relief measures, which are 
not yet in sight, are organized 
quickly. It would require a thou- 
sand powerful motorboats working 
with ships stationed at intervals be- 
tween Nanking and Hankow to res- 
cue all those marooned. 

Everywhere thatched roofs were 
floating, telling their own sad tale. 
On most of them there were holes, 
obviously ripped where inmates 
fought to escape from their houses 
when flood waters overwhelmed 
them. 

Near Nanking a Chinese couple 
was sven bidding farewell to their 
thatched cottage. They had no boat, 
but with a few household goods 
they were crouched in gq large 
wooden tub and paddling about, 

Nanking Half Submerged. 

Nanking’s streets are flooded and 
half the city is submerged. Kiu- 
kiang is like Venice. Hankow is 
an appalling sight from the air. 
Only the top floors of the higher 
buildings are above water. The 
city of almost a million popula- 
tion appears reduced in size to a 
village. 

The air traveler saw vividly how 
the mighty Yangtze failed in its 
task of draining one of the world’s 
greatest basins and how the river 
itself loses its identity in a vast 
inland sea. Entering this sea 200 
miles above Hankow, the Yangtze 
fails to emerge again until Nan- 
king is passed, From there it flows 
in a flood to the sea. 

Alighting at Hankow, the trav- 
eler found experts were convinced 
that providing relief for the mil- 
lions of sufferers will be a greater 
task than the American post-war 
relief for Russia and will be at- 
tended with much greater difficul- 
ties.

Refugee Says Blaze Advanced 
25 Miles in Two Hours, 
in Idaho.

SPOKANE. Wash., Aug. 


A graphic story of the scenes that 


followed the Priest River (Idaho) 
forest fire was told by Mrs. F. 
Chant, who lives at Coolin, Idaho, 
on the edge of the devastated area. 

“The heat was so great,’’ she 
said, “that it stirred up tornadoes 
that tore up big trees by the roots. 
One rancher, Cal Huff, was on the 
roof of his barn, trying to keep fly- 
ing cinders off the roof, when 
such a gust carried the roof to a 
neighbor’s barn, setting it afire.’’ 
Huff, she continued, was thrown 
off the swirling structure, and land- 
ed in a tree uninjured. All his 
ranch buildings burned.- 

Settlers hemmed in by the blaze 
which foresters said traveled 25 
miles in two hours fled to streams 
for safcty. Some of them stood for 
hours, all but submerged. Many 
became ill with pneumonia and 
rheumatism after they were res- 
cued.

“The Prime Minister, since 
his appointment by His Majesty 
this afternoon, has been in con- 
sultation with Stanley Baldwin, 
Sir Herbert Samuel and Philip 
Snowden as to the names to be 
submitted to the King for in- 
clusion as Ministers to the new 
Government. Considerable pro- 
gress has been made. 

“The specific object for which 
the new Government is being 
formed is to deal with the na- 
tional emergency that now ex- 
ists. It is not to be a coalition ° 
Government, in the usual sense 
of the term, but a Government 
of co-operation for this one pur- 
pose. When that purpose is 
achieved the political parties will 
resume their respective posi- 
tions. 

“In order to correct without 
delay the excess of national ex- 
penditure over revenue, it is an- 
ticipated that Parliament will 
be summoned Sept. 8, when pro- 
posals will be submitted to the 
House for a ver: large reduc- 
tion in expenditure and for pro- 
vision, on an equitable basis, of 
the further funds which will be 
required to balance the budget. 
“As the commerce and well 
being, not only of the British 
nation, but of a large part of the 
civilized world, has been built 
up and rests upon well-founded 
sonfidence in the pound sterling, 
the new Government will take 
whatever steps may be deemed 
by them necessary to justify the 
maintenance of that confidence 
unimpaired.”

Hole Blown in Ceiling. 


The blast cracked walls and plas- 
tering throughout the structure, 
shook stairways, blew a hole 
through the first-floor ceiling and 
damaged the roof. The glass in a 
large front window was blown to 
the lawn. 

A louder, sharper explosion shat- 
tered the interior of No. 3, which 
was being erected for George 8. 
Kletzker, 1041 Fairmount drive. 
Kletzker and his family had 
planned to move in as soon as the 
house was finished. The roof had 
not yet been tiled and some inter- 
ior plastering remained to be done. 
The bomb in Kletzker’s home 
was placed in a second-floor room 
toward the rear. A hole was blown 
in the rear wall, and both side walls 
and the rear sustained heavy cracks 
which, Kletzker believes, will ne- 
cessitate construction of new walls. 


Doctor Describes Explosions. 

No one was seen in or near either 
of the houses before the explosions. 
Dr. John A. Flury. whose home. 
No. 5 Tuscany Park, is 30 feet from 
the first bombed structure, was in 
an east sun porch when the ex- 
plosion occurred. From his posi- 
tion he was unable to see White’s 
house. Dr. Flury and members of 
his family had started out to in- 
spect the damage when the second 
bomb went off. 
White told a reporter today that 
a member of the Carpenters’ Union 
called on him yesterday concern- 
ing labor at another house White 
has under construction.

GAR UNION SAVS 
LOW PAY WAS ONE 
CAUSE OF SLUMP 


Counsel Gives Analysis of 
General Conditions in 
Plea Against Wage Cut 
by P. S. Co. 


The view that a contributing 
cause of the business depression 
was the faiiure of wages to keep 


pace with the profits of industry 
was expressed today at the arbitra- 
tion hearing on the proposal of the 
Public Service Co. to reduce wages 
10 per cent, by O. David Zimring, 
economic counsel of the street car 
men’s union. 

Cross-examination of Zimring, 
who had testified extensively for 
the union in support of mainte- 
nace of the presentrwage scale, was 
resumed by Leslie Vickers, econo- 
mist for the Public Service Co., and 
in answer to a question as to how 
he thought purchasing power could 
be maintained under present condi- 
tions, as he had said it should be. 
Zimring expounded his theory of 


ductivity of industry. 

“One cause of present condi- 
tions,” Zimring said, “is the low 
purchasing power of farmers. The 
break in business was due to the 
fact that workers and farmers were 
not getting a proper share of what 
they produced. If their earnings 
had kept pace with the profits of 
had 
greater purchasing power to con- 
sume the products of industry.” 
This question was interjected by 
E. J. Miller, one of the arbitrators: 
“There was no reduction in wages 
in 1929 and early 1930. If wages

“The American worker in the last 
decade,” Zimring replied, ‘‘has not 
received a large enough share of 
production to enable him to buy 
back the inreased products of in- 
dustry. That brought on the de- 
pression. The rise in wages did 
not keep pace with the general 
scale of business activity.” 
Zimring insisted, in answer to 
questions by Thomas E. Francis, 
general attorney for the company,

Fifty drivers and conductors for 
the People’s Motorbus Co. were 
laid off yesterday over the protest 
of the employes’ union. 

H. F. Boschert, temporarily in 
charge of the company in the ab- 
sence of Col. A. T. Perkins, who is 
in Europe, stated the action was 
necessary due to decreasing reve- 


Opera and the introduction of one- 
man busses as a part of a neces- 
sary economy program. 

Boschert said the men had not 
been discharged and would be re- 


turned to work if conditions war- 
ranted. He said that upon the 
return of Col. Perkins early next 
month the company would consider 
a suggestion that all of the remain- 
ing 390 drivers and conductors take 
one day off in eight, in order that 
the available work may be spread 
out to include the 50 men not now 
needed. Boschert expressed him- 
self as finding no serious objection 
to the plan, which was proposed by 
the union, but said he preferred to 
have Perkins make the decision. 

Petitions for the one day off in 
eight, signed by the 390 drivers and 
conductors at work, were presented 
to the company today. Under the 
union contract, the men are efNn- 
titled to a day off, but many men 
work through the week, as their 
wages are on an hourly basis. 

Boschert admitted one-man op- 
eration of double-deck busses on 
the Page and L'adenwood lines was 
partly responsible for the present 
situation. Twcuaty-four of these 
busses are now operated, eliminat- 
ing an equal ..umber of conductors, 
He said the one-man operation was 
a necessary economy, due to a de- 
crease in revenue of about 12 per 
cent in the last eight months. In 
this way the company is able to 
reduce expensc;s to conform with 
the deficit, without reducing serve 
ice, he said. 

The employes’ union presented &@ 
bill to the Board of Aldermen sev- 
eral months ago which would bar 
one-man operation of large busses 
on the ground that they are a 
menace to public safety. The bill 
will come up for public hearing 
when the Aldermen reconvene.

SEEKS. REOPENING 
OF TRUCKING ISSUE 


Association Meanwhile Will 
Give Preference to Rail- 
‘road-Not Parties to Ter- 
minal Monopoly. 


Directors of St. Louis Shippers’ 
Conference Association, which op- 
posed the freight trucking monop- 
oly contract between the Terminal 
Railroad Association and the Co- 


lumbia Terminals Co. recently ap- 
proved by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, plan te issue a route 
book which will give preference to 
several railroads not parties to the 
monopoly agreement. 

They voted also, at their meeting 
yesterday, to petition the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to reopen 
the subject, and to lend all possible 
assistance to Central Transfer Co. 
in its injunction suit filed yester- 
day in Federal Court. The six off- 
track freight stations operated by 
the Central Co. in the St. Louis 
area would be discontinued under 
the monopoly plan which is sched- 
uled to become effective Sept. 1. 

A copy of a letter written by 
Henry Miller, president of the 
Terminal Association, to Joseph B. 
Eastman, a member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, on 
June 26, when the monopoly con- 
tract was being considered by the 
commission, was made public to- 
day. In it, Miller, who did not tes- 
tify at the hearings, sought to jus- 
tify the contract. 

Reply of the Commissioner. 
Miller told Eastman proposals 
were received from several outside 
trucking companies and four St. 
Louis firms, but that they were un- 
willing to make the necessary in- 


term contract, which the railroads 
did not want to consider. 

The Columbia Co., Miller wrote, 
had not only the seven necessary 
off-track stations, but more (it has 
nine), and had also more trucks, 
trailers and tractors than all of the 
local drayage companies combined. 
Eastman, in a brief reply, told 
Miller that if he had wished to ex- 
plain why he negotiated the con- 
tract he should have gone on the 
stand as a witness at the hearings. 
Since Miller had not done that, the 
Commissioner wrote, he could give 
no consi-:ration to any explanation 
offered under other circumstances.

Soviet Scientists Think It Dates Back From 
‘Second to Fourth Century Before Christ— : 
Houses, Tunnels Discovered By Divers. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 25.—On the 
southwestern extremity of the Cri- 
mean Peninsula, near Sebastopol, 


]the floor of the Black Sea has dis- 


closed by Soviet archeologists an 
ancient buried city which is be- 
lieved to have thrived between the 
fourth and second centuries before 
Christ. 

An expedition, sent there three 
months ago by the State Academy 
of Arts, reported yesterday that its 
operations had uncovered the re- 
mains of old Khersoness, the exist- 
ence of which has long been sus- 
pected, but never verified. 

About 40 feet under the sea, 
divers and motion picture photog- 
raphers found the ruins of a city 
in the shape of a gigantic horse- 
shoe, with walls, towers, houses and 
underground tunnels honeycombing 
the whole. 

Archeologists here think the city 


} was destroyed by the gradual sitfk- 


an earthquake. The theory is sup- 
ported by the fact that the south- 
ern extremity of the peninsula has 
been receding slowly into the water 
for many years. 

The city was said to be surround- 
ed by a well-preserved wall with 
nearly 20 towers, which, with the 
remains of the 10uses, are now 
choked by marine vegetation. Its 
streets, monuments, cisterns and 
domestic utensils, it was said, give 
evidence of what scientists declare 
must have been an ancient seat of 
culture. 

They established the approximate 
dates of the existence of the city 
by the red clay earthenware and 
stone crockery lying about. 

The limits of the city have been 
marked by buoys on the surface of 
the sea. The Soviet expects to con- 
tinue the explorations and to make 
a detailed plan of the ruins. 


MAKING COURTYARD 
10 SHOW GOTHIC ART 


City Museum to Feature $30,- 
000 Carved Oak Staircase 
in Display. 


A Gothic courtyard, the outstand- 
ing feature of which is a carved 
oak staircase purchased recently 
for $30,000, is being installed in 
City Art Museum in Forest Park 


for a more advantageous display 
of Gothic art works in the mu- 
seuln’s collections. 

The court will occupy the east- 
ern third of the large gallery at 
the left of Sculpture Hall. Con- 
struction of the court itself will 
cost about $10,000. The work will 
require several months. 

Louis La Beaume, architect and 
vice president of the museum's 
board of control, ts supervising the 
work. Details have been planned 
with an idea of recreating an ac- 
tual courtyard of several centuries 
ago so that in viewing it the im- 
pression will be, not that it is sim- 
ply a place for exhibiting individ- 
ual examples.of Gothic art, but 
rather that it and the art works 
to be displayed there comprise | an 
authentic artistic unit. 

The court will be 20 feet wide 
and 40 feet long. Dominating ‘t 
will be the tall winding staircase 
centered in the north end and ris- 
ing to a height of about 40 feet. 
Passage ways lead from the stairs 
to the right and left at three levels. 
Windows and doors are to be 
placed at these levels to indicate 
the outer wall of a three-story 
house. 

The staircase, taken from a house 
at Morlaix, France, is of the flam- 
boyant fifteenth century French 
Gothic design, ornately carved with 
figures and linenfold panels. One 
similar to it is owned by the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum in Lon- 
don, which shows, beside its stair- 
case, a photograph of the one now 
in St. Louis, with the comment that 
the latter is better than the one in 
London and. one of the finest of its 
sort in the world. 

Across from the staircase, at the 
south end of the court, wiN be a 
half-timbered gable, overhanging 
the stone door which will lead out 
of the court -.nd into the Greek 
galfery. In harmony with the out- 
door idea, the floor will be of flag- 
stones. Indirect lighting will be 
employed so the ceiling will simu- 


late the sky. 
Such a court has long been 
planned by museum. authorities, 


who have felt that the Gothic col- 
lection, now scattered throughout 
the building, should be assembled 
in fitting surroundings. 

Probably the most important of 
Gothic art i-easures in the museum 
is the stone Madonna purchased at 
$22,000 early this year. The mu- 
seum has other sculptures of the 
period, an extensive armor collec- 
tion and some fine textiles.

‘Has Ceased to Be Safe 
Place to Live In.’

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.— Police 
today began to round up suspicious 
characters and known gunmen. Po- 
lice vacations were canceled. Every 
available man, including several 
hundred clerical workers, went. on 
duty, either in: squad cars or on 
foot. Police cruising cars were 
being equipped with radio. Many 
arrests were made. 
Twenty thousand persons crowd- 
ed Madison Square Garden last eve- 
ning in an anti-crime mass meet- 
ing. Hours. before the meeting be- 
gan, fire officials ordered the doors 
closed. First plans were for a 
meeting in Central Park. 
Prohibition and crooked politics 
were blamed by speakers for gang 
outbreaks. Bainbridge Colby, Sec- 
retary of State under President 
Wilson, asked: “Why is this con- 
dition of affairs tolerated?” 
“The answer,” he went on, “is 
that it is congenial to the whole 
spirit of our local government. 
Ours is a government of ‘pull.’ 
Immunity from prosecution, exemp- 
tions from penalties, illicit favors, 
the myriad shapes privilege takes, 
are the first, last and most vital 
concerns of the organization which 
dominates the city administration. 
“The simple facts remain that 
New York has ceased to be a safe 
place to live in. 
‘Babies in the care of their par- 
ents are shot to death. 
“Children engaged in innocent 
play on our streets are murdered. 

“Peaceful citizenst-on their way 
to work or to their homes are 
dropped in their tracks by the fly- 
ing bullets of racketeers and gang- 
sters.”’ 

Samuel Seabury, counsel to the 
legislative committee investigating 
the city government, wrote: “The 
rule of the gangster and racketeer 
flourishes through a corrupt alli- 
ance with those who exercise po- 
litical power with plunder as its 
only objective.” 

Gov. Roosevelt wrote urging hon- 
est Judges, prosecuting officers and 
honest police. He warned against 
being attracted by the glamor 
thrown around the gunman and 
urged that citizens do their duty as 
jurors and witnesses. 

Vice President Curtis wired that 
an implacable stand by citizens 
against enemies of society had his 
support. 

A committee of 70 was named to 
demand action from Mayor Walker 
on his return to this country. 
“Good-by, Mr. Racketeer,” writ- 
ten for the occasion by George M. 
Cohan, was sung. 

The mothers of Gloria Lopez and 
Michael Vengalli, children who died 
in gangster shootings, attended the 
meeting. 

The Rev. Charles Coughlin of De- 
troit, widely known for his Sunday 
radio addresses, attacked . prohibi- 
tion, saying: “If today’s gangsters 
were jailed the causes that pro- 
duced them would produce a new 
batch tomorrow.” 

Police Commissioner Mulrooney 
said: “The bootlegger gets his op- 
portunity from the law and his 
customers from the resentment 
against it. Gurimen and gangsters 
have declared war on the Govern- 
ment. We will give no quarter.” 
Major-General Smedley D. But 
ler of the Marine Corps criticised 
politics as harboring crime by its 
betrayal of trust.

low fever does not tell the true story of 


that remarkabie man and his work. The 
late Gen. Gorgas, in describing the sant- 
tation of the Isthmus of Panama, speaks 
of this selection as evidence of the re- 
markable powers of observation and rea- 
soning of Dr. Finlay, since, from some 
600 or 700 varieties of mosquitoes found 
in Cuba, he selected the correct one with- 
out hesitation, largely on account of the 
fact that it is a domestic insect, inhabit- 
ing by preference the houses of man. 

The second mistake is in the last para- 
graph, which credits Prof. E. V. Cowdry, 
Washington University, St. Louis, with 
the discovery that the virus is filterable. 
The fact is that this was done by Dr. 
James W. Carroll, .a member of the 
United States Army Medical Commission, 
in 1902. The original report can be 
found in American Medicine for, Feb. 
“2, 1902. The statement can also be 
found in Osler’s “Modern Medicine,” 
Volume II, page 480. The text book, 
“Preventive Medicine and Hygiene,” by 
M. J. Rosenau of Harvard, says: “The 
virus is ‘altramicroscopic’; in fact, it 
passes the closest grained pores of the 
finest porcelain filter.”

A policy of complete free trade 
was followed until 1915, when the so-called McKenna 
duties of 33 1-3 per cent, applying to various luxury 
articles, were imposed. These duties were extended 
to additional articles by the Safeguarding of In- 
dustries Act of 1921. The Conservatives advocated 
further protection in the election campaign of 1923, 
but the Labor party, elected on a free trade platform, 
repealed the McKenna and the safeguarding duties. 
These were restored by the Conservatives on their 
return to power in 1924. ; 
In the following year, the Conservative Govern- 
ment imposed duties of 33 1-3 per cent on additional 
products for a period of five years. The Laborites, 
elected in 1929, had promised in the campaign to 
repeal the McKenna duties and the safeguarding 
duties. The only action which they took, however, 
was to allow a few of the safeguarding duties to 
lapse last year, at the expiration of the five-year 
period for which they were imposed. _ 
Reports from’ London state that Labor Ministers 
who have rigidly adhered to a free trade policy will 
support the new tariff proposal on the ground that 
the necessity of balancing the 1932 budget justifies 
temporary departure from their former stand. There 
is considerable curiosity to see what Snowden will 
say to such a proposal.

Speaking of Senator Couzens’ gift of $1,000,000 to 
Detroit’s unemployment relief fund, Arthur Brisbane 
says “it is interesting to reflect that the $1,000,000 
really comes from Henry Ford’s industrial genius.” 
That may be a literal statement of fact, but it 
misses the truth, it seems to us, by a wide margin. 
The country is familiar with Mr. Couzens’ invest- 
ment of some $2000 in the infant Ford Motor Co., 
from which he later retired with a fortune of $30,- 
000,000. The venture, in the ennobling light of his 
romantic conquest, now wears the dignified term of 
investment, but at the time it was a gamble of the 
longest long-shot variety. Anyhow, that was the prev- 
alent judgment. How many men were asked to go 
in with Ford! In how many anterooms did Mr. 
Ford cool his heels until the man with the money 
could see him, give him an impatient minute or two 
and turn him down! How was it that the young 
railroad clerk, “Jim” Couzens, not even remotely

There is no way of answering the ques- 
tion. It is patent, though, that Couzens must have 
believed in Ford and the automobile’s future to‘have 
plunged his entire savings and all he could borrow.

Whence the Racketeer? 


Origin of racketeering lies further back than prohibition and immigration; get-rich- 
quick ambition has ruled America from first explorers to modern industrial ex- 
ploiters; dislike of work has spread from leisure class to underworld: labor agita- 
tors taught use of bombs; gunman transfers ruthless business tactics to field of crime. 


| NNUMERABLE explanations have been 
offered as to the genesis of the racketeer, 
but most of them are single-tracked and 
quite inadequate. The common conception 
that he is the product of recent immigra- 
tion from Southern and Eastern Europe or 
of the prohibition episode hardly scratches 
the surface. The racketeer is a composite 
product of a widely diversified set of forces 
which have appeared in American economic, 
social and psychological evolution. 

In the most fundamental sense, the rack- 
eteer represents the appropriation by the 
small fry of the dubious methods and ideals 
which have characterized semi-respectable 
American business for a century. The rack- 
eteer has carried these methods a little fur- 
ther over the border-line into crime, and he 
has lacked the social prestige to give his 
acts reputability. 

The earliest elements in the parentage of 
the American racketeer go back to a period 
before the settlement of our country. They 
arose in the ambition of explorers to obtain 


~ vast wealth with little effort. There was a 


fond hope that in the New World they might 
unearth veritable mountains of gold. This 
dream of Eldorado has run through our en- 
tire national history, luring its millions—e 
few to actual riches and the majority to 
disappointment and ruin. 

* aa « 

In a less direct manner, our whole theory 
of business enterprise has rested upon a sort 
of getting-something-for-nothing psycholo- 
gy. It led to the. speculation in Federal securi- 
ties at the outset of our national history, to 
manipulations of Federal lands, to war prof- 
iteering, to wild-cat banking, mining and oil 
enterprises, to the railroad promotion scan- 
dals of a generation back, to overt stock 
gambling, bucket shop swindles and the like. 
This has been helped by what Thornstein 
Veblen called the theory or prychology of 
the leisure class. This represented honest 


respectability. It produced a decisive desire 
to demonstrate dissociation from manual ef- 
fort. It helped to render the bucket shop 
savant re reputable than the horny- 
handed boiler maker. This psychology has 
sifted dewn to the lower middle class and

The Sherman Anti-Trust Act 
was never honestly enforcéd and was “law- 
lessly” turned against labor in the Danbury 
hatters’ case and other instances. Finally, 
along came prohibition, which has been 
widely flouted by rich and poor alike.

The great buccaneers of American busi- 
ness had their powerful part to play in 
the procreative efforts which have pro- 
duced the moguls of modern gangland. As- 
tor and the monopolists of the early fur 
trade set the pace, to be followed by the 
searchers for great and sudden wealth in 
the gold and silver mines of the West. Jay 
Gould, Daniel Drew and other early railway 
magnates were as ruthless in exploiting ratl- 


’ road promotion for private gain as any Ca- 


pone or Moran in utilizing the opportunities 
which prohibition has offered. 

The great banking syndicates followed 
in their train, and have tended to make le- 
gitimate industry a subordinate incident in 
stock floating enterprises, often wrecking 
business, increasing prices and milking the 
public, the industry and employes alike. 
In the great struggle for oil control, the 
successful barons “muscled out” competi- 
tors as unceremoniously as Capone did the 
independent brewers in Cicero. Carnegie 
and Frick used private Pinkerton gunmen 
as freely and with as deadly effect as any 
gangster employs machine gun choppers. 

If capital is the grandfather of the racket, 
labor is at least its uncle. Forced into vio- 
lent action to secure a bare existence from 
capital, labor gave birth to the “pineapple” 
technique back in the days of the Haymar- 
ket bombing in 1386. This continued until 
the disastrous McNamara case in Leos An- 
geles in 1910 proved the unwisdom of such 

The great French social psychologist, Ga- 
briel Tarde, declared that social imitation 
spreads from the top downward. This is a 
helpful formula in understanding the genesis 
Of the contemporary racketeer. The leisure 
class psychology which despises manual © 
work has now permeated the lower middle 
class.

China’s Floods and Our Wheat 


From the New York Herald Tribune. 


OTHING seems more reasonable than 


that a large part of the unsalable wheat 
Surplus held by the Farm Board should be 
shipped at once to China to feed the mil- 
lions whom unprecedented floods in twe 
great river basins will leave homeless, starv- 
ing and hopeless this coming winter. 
disposal of this now useiess grain would be 
relief, in one form, of the depression that 
has settled over this country’s whole farm- 
ing population: and it would presumably 
relieve in another way the still more acute 
needs of something like a quarter of China's 
rural population. Yet it can be shown read- 
ily enough that safeguarding the interests 
of the Chinese millions who need food and 
of our own people, who are not devoid of 
urgent needs despite their wealth in grain, 
is by no means simple. 

In the first place, the Farm Board is not 
}@ charitable organization, but the custodian 
of a fund from the National Tréasury invest- 
ed temporarily in wheat. For this it must 
account to the nation, and any losses that 
it incurs through injudicious sales must be 
made good, sooner or later, by taxes im- 
posed upon our.own people. <A sale os 
credit inadequately guaranteed might even- 
tually amount to the same thing as a gift. 
This is a risk which the Farm Board has 
neither the technical nor the moral right te 
take. For a loan made in terms of this n4- 
tien’s wheat, the Chinese nation must, there 
fore, put up satisfactory security.

Material security is out of the question, 
for China has nothing to pawn on which 
America can foreclose. Her Government 
can designate a source of revenue and prom- 
ise to pay; but, apart from the fact that 4 
large section of South China, now in actual 
revolt, has advertised that ft will recogn'ze 
no l0ans negotiated by the recognized Gov- 
fermment, no banker would now underwri's 
Nanking’s stability. The least that the Farm 
Board could do, therefore, would be to de- 
mand from Nanking in advancing wheat 
that the loan have the indorsement of the 
independent regime at Canton and of the 
virtually independent regime in the North. 

Another matter to take into considera'tio8 
is the political situation. If civil wars are

Heliotherapy has *not’ proved efe « 
fective in the treatment of tuber 
culosis of the iungs. . 

But even here it must be recog< 
nized that, in so far as a suffi- 
ciency of sunlight is essential ta 
well being gn health, the sun 
must have an‘in ct, if not direct 
beneficial effect. upon lung tuber- 
culosis. & 

The classical demonstrations oe 
the therapeutic values of light 
therapy are to be seen in tubercu<- 
losis of the intestines and in tuber~ 
culesis of the bones and joints. 


.Especially in the former condi<~ 
tion, which previously nearly al- 
ways taxed the therapeutic re- 
sources of the physician, are helio 
and actino therapy found ‘to be re- 
markahbly beneficial. 

Precisely how ultra-violet light 
effects its beneficial results in tu- 
berculosis of the intestines still re- 
mains unexplained. 

But, as Dr. Edgar Mayer ob- 
serves: 

“The loss of symptoms in some 
of these patients under exposure 
to ultra-violet light is frequently 
surprising.

“Diarrhea often subsides very 
quickly; and, following this, fever 
disappears and general improve- 
ment occurs.
